HEADQUARTERS GRAND ARMY OF THE REPUBLIC
Washington, D. C,, May 5, 1868
GENERAL ORDERS NO. 11

1. The 30th day of May, 1868, is designated for the
purpose of strewing with flowers or otherwise decorat-
ing the graves of comrades who died in defense of their
country during the late rebellien, and those bodies now
lie in almost every city, village and hamlet church-
yard in the land. In this observance no form or cere-
mony is prescribed, but Posts and comrades will in
their own way ‘arrange such fitting services and testi-
monials of respect as circumstances may permit. $

We are organized, comrades, as our regulations tell
us, for the purpose, among other things, ‘dof preserving
and strengthening those kind and fraternal feelings
which have bound together the soldiers, sailors and
marines who united to suppress the late rebellion.”
What can aid more to assure this result than by
cherishing tenderly the memory of our herdic dead
who made their breasts-a barricade between our coun-

. try and its foes? Their soldier lives were the reveille
of freedom to a race in chains and their death a tattoo
of rebellious tyranny in arms. We should guard their
graves with sacred vigilance. All that the consecrated
wealth and taste of the Nation can add to their adorn-
ment and  security is but a fitting tribute to the
memory of her slain defenders. Let no wanton foot
tread rudely on such hallowed grounds. Let pleasant
paths invite the coming and going to reverent visitors
and fond mourners. Let no vandalism of avarice or
neglect, no ravages of time, testify fo the present.or
to the coming generations that we have forgotten as
a people the cost of a free and undivided Republic.
